The heavy truck of an- 
other car fell on it crushing some of the | 
passengers.

WHO TS TO BLAME? 


Until a late hour today there wns a 


dispute us to the cause of the accident. 
Coroner Seholer and some others main- 
tained that the switchman on duty at the 
junction of tho two lines, first set the 
switch so as to throw Hie train onto the 
Sixth avenue track and then, realizing 
liis error, tried to rectify it by moving 
the switch while the train was passing 
over it. General Manager Uedley of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company as- 
sorted that the switch was not moved 
after the train reached it and that the 
train jumped the track because of Hie 
speed with which it took a curve, which 
was not banked and intended to bo taken 
slowly. He said the switchman asserted 
that \ HP train showed signals indicating 


rails, but did not fall into the street. The

He 
liad" been. sitting at the front'cnd of the 
car which jumped into the street when 
a sharp piece of board ov of metal sever- 
ed his head from his body as cleanly as 
though done with an axe. Both head 
and body were found on the tracks, but 
several yards apart. 


SAYS SWITCHMAN'S FAULT. 


"I am satisfied that the whole^ccident 


was due to the neglect of the switch- 
man," said Coroner Scholer. "In the 
first place he made a mistake in turn 


it wanted the Sixth avenuue Hue and that 
the motorman disregarded the signals in- 
dicating that the switch was set for that 
line and ran the train as fast as though 
he were going to run straight ahead down 
Ninth avenue. The first ear of the train 
made tho curve in safety, but the second 
left tho rails at the curve and the weight 
of the train behind it, swung it around 
end for end while still on the elevated 
structure. 
Then it rolled over bottom 


up and plunged through the flimsy guard 
railing and dropper end first into tho 
street. 


Cornelius A. Jackinson the .switchman 


who was blamed for causing the disaster 
wns arrested at his home in West 22nd 
Htreet. He maintained that he had set 
the switch right. 


SWITCH TO CURVE OPEN. 


Tho train was a southbound Ninth ave- 


nue local and should have continued on 
the straight 
track 
instead 
of being 


Kwitchcd'to the curve by which Sixth 
avenue trains proceed on 53rd 
street 


from Ninth avenue to Sixth avenue. A 
Sixth avenue train had just passed and 
Hie switch to the curve wai open. Owing 
to this open switch the first car of the 
Kinth avenue train took the switch just 
baiely staying »u the rails and turned 
Into V>3rd street instead of going down 
Ninth avenue. The switchman .it is al- 
leged, when he saw his blunder turned 
the switch baric again as if to send the 
train on the straight track down Ninth 
nvonue. As soon as this wns done the 
train was wrecked.

m-ound the turn, but the second ear, ow- 
ing to the switch being changed was 
thrown off the tracks. It fell inlo the 
street, turning completely over and land- 
ing Upside down.

POLICEMAN ESCAPED DEATH. 


Policeman Edward Moran who was in- 


jured was standing beneath the structure 
when the accident happened. He leaped 
when he heard the crush overhead and 
escaped death. " 1 turned around and 
saw the car coming to the street," he 
said. "It fell with a crash on its forward 
end 
The bottom cracked and the sides 


shivered and opened out. The people 
were jammed forward, holding to 
the 


straps and mixed up together. 


"When the sides broke out they were 


scattered all over the street. These were 
the lucky ones. Those who could not get 
out were the worst injured. I saw there 
wns awful work ahead, so 1 ran to Fifty- 
fir<l street and lurned in nn alarm. Then 
I sent in a call for all I he ambulances and 
mked for police reserve. 


•'As T ran back I called for help from 


\\-uannf. of all sorts. When T got hack 
the"street was strewn with injured neo- 
ile 
We lifted them into grocery wagons, 


trucks, and anything handy and hurried 
them to the Roosevelt hospital. Many 
of them were women. They had fainted 
and it looked as if nearly all were dead. 


When the firemen came they berau 


dragging people out of the car. The fur- 
ther down they got into the muss of hu- 
manity, the slower the work became and 
the more serious were the wounds of 
those rescued. 


'•Finally axes had to be used to get tho 


people from i.nder the wreckage. 
At 


that stage they began to pull out the 
dead." 


The excitement among those in the de- 


railed cars ou the structure as they real- 
ized what happened, became intense. 


ATTACKED MOTOKMAN. 


In the forward ear, the men decmin 


the motorman wns responsible for the 
wreck, attacked him and tried to beat 
him. He was drugged from his seat, but

women to descend first. 


Jlichncl Anglin and his wife Mnry nnd 


daughter Norn, were badly burned in a 
hurried flight from their rooms ''on the 
upper floor to the roof. In their Imslc 
Hie Anplin family left three of 
their 


children ij) their rooms nnd the firemen 
who went up on scaling ladders found the 
two boys and little girl penned in a 
smoke, filled room from which they were 
unable to reach the fire escape. They 
wore removed in safety and passed down 
the .scaling ladders. 


At the height of the blaze while a tre- 


mendous hubbub wns in progress, the fire- 
men found one entire family sound asleep 
in their apartments where the fire had 
not yet ponetratod. The fire was quickly

of the enthusiastic first day's session of 
the national convention of the United 
Spanish War Veterans, yesterday after- 
noon, the much discussed army canteen 
came to the front through a resolution 
favoring its rendoption by the army and 
navy departments.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 8—The first 


ind principal cause of the disorders at 
Baku is the moslcm hatred of tho Ar- 
menians. Tills feeling is of long stand- 
..„ and is never absent. The Armenians 
lave been'detested as parasites and ex- 
jloitcrs of the Mohammedan and other 
lopulations in the Caucasus, and 
for 


several years tlie Russian authorities 
lave had much difuculty in restraining 
the Tartars from cruel and bioodj re- . 
irisals. The Armenians understood" thu 
situation and aware of their danger arm- 
ed themselves. The Baku massacres in 
February showed how well they cou!4 
defend themselves. This was evidence* 
again in the last seven days by the largo 
number oi Tartars killed in the riotiiigs. 
The Tartars, however, eeem bent, on ex- 
terminating the Armenians by killing 
them 
and destroying their villages, 


homes and churches. The Armenians 
have the upper baud in commerce and in- 
dustry in the Caucasus. This superiori- 
ty galls the Tartars and increases their 
hatred. 


SITUATION LON'G KNOWST. 


The government continues to be.se- 


verely criticised here for its incapacity 
in dcalinjj with the Baku situation. Tho 
absence of intelligent and energetic .ad- 
ministrators in the Caucasus is said to 
be responsible for 
the outbreak. • The 


threatening conditions in the Caucasus 
have long been known. This outbreak 
was predicted almost to a. day ' three 
months ago, but the government cveir. 
'orbade the refinery owners to organize 
private militia for the protection of their 
property.

-hey will be felt all over Russia, The 
need of crude and refined oil will be felt 
in industry, transportation and in every, 
household.' One of the largest oil men' 
said today, however, that there was 
enough illuminating oil in Russia for a 
year," but the supply of fuel oil is very 
short.

sale, that is made up of rcjprints or of 
matter that is accessible to the public in 
printed books and newspapers.

by no patent or copyright, publishing 
such and offering for sale, are likewise 
guilty of fraud and yet their enterprise 
is one that has been followed more or 
less in all the ycnrs since printing begnn.

The vigorous prosecution of certain in- 


dividuals as well as ollicinls on charges 
of participating in land frauds is ample 
evidence the Republican narl.y has the 
necessary courage to prosecute offenders 
charged with the crime.

These hotels, it is declared, will compare 
favorably with the. better class of com- 
mercial hotels in this country and wffl be 
u«d chiefly by the higher salaried em- 
ployes. The average rate for board and 
lodgings will be about S36 a month.

camps and later 300 additional ones, each 
with kitchen and dining rooms. Laborers 
will have the privilege of buying their 
food cooked or uncooked at these camps 
and in either case will be furnished with 
the necessary table appointments.

Car in Elevated Train Falls, 


Dropping End First to 


k Street Below. 


Switchman, Believed to Be to Blame, Arrested— 


Gruesome Scene as Bodies of Those in the 


Debris Are Brought Out ~ Over 


Forty Passengers Wounded. 


.' KT5W YORK, Sept. II.—Twelve persons 
were killed and more than forty injured 
when the second car of a Ninth avenue 
elevated train jumped the track and fell 
from the structure to the street at tho 
junction of the Sixth and Ninth avenue 
lines at 53rd street and Ninth avenue to- 
day. The car, the scats, aisles and plat- 
forms of which were thickly packed witli 
humanity was turned bottom side up, its 
roof torn off and it was stood on end 
in the street. The heavy truck of an- 
other car fell on it crushing some of the 
passengers. The car was badly smashed.

WHO IS TO BLAME? 


Until a late hour today there was a 


dispute as to the cause of the accident. 
Coroner Scholor and some others main- 
tained that the switchman on duty at the 
junction of the two lines, first set the 
switch so as to throw the train onto the 
Sixth avenue track and then, realizing 
his error, tried to rectify it by moving 
the switch while the train was passing 
over it. General Mnnapei1 Hedlo.y of the 
Interboroiifjh Rapid Transit company as- 
sorted that the switch was not moved 
niter the train reachorf it and that the 
train jumped tho track because of the 
speed with which it took a curve which 
was not banked and intended to be taken 
slowly. lie said the switchman asserted 
that the train showed signals indicating 
it wanted the Sixth avenue line and that 
thr motorman didrppimled the signals in- 
dicating that the switch was set for that 
line and ran the train as fast as though 
ho were going to run straight ahead down 
Ninth avenue. The first car of the train 
made the curve in safety, but the second 
loft the rails at the curve and the weight 
of the train behind it, swung it around 
end for end while still on the elevated 
structure. Then it rolled over bottom 
up and plunged through the flimsy guard 
railing and dropper end first into the 
street. 


Cornelius A. .Tackinson the switchman 


who was Warned for causing the disaster 
was arrested at his homo in West 22nd 
street. He maintained that he had set 
the switch right. 


SWITCH TO CURVE OPEN. 


The train was a southbound Ninth ave- 


nue local and should hnve continued on 
the straight track 
instead 
of being 


switched to the curve by which Sixth 
avenue trains proceed on 53rd 
street 


from Ninth avenue to Sixth avenue. A 
Sixth avenue train had just passed and 
the switch to the curve was open. Owing 
lo this open switch the first car of the 
N'inth avenue train took the switch just 
barely staying on the rails and turned 
Into 53rd street instead of going down 
Ninth avenue. The switchman ,it is al- 
leged, when he saw his blunder turned 
the switch bade again ns if to sr-iul the 
train on the straight track down Ninth 
avonue. As soon HH 1his WIIR done the 
train was wrecked. The first car got 
around the turn, but the second car, ow- 
ing to the switch l)oin£ changed was 
thrown oft the tracks. It fell inlo the 
street, turning completely over and land- 
ing upside down. 


CAR HITS BUILDING. 


. The fourth, and fifth carp also left the 


rails,-but did not fall into the street. The 
fourth car struck with terrific 
force 


against the building at the 
southwest 


corner of Ninth avenue and 
rested 


against the fire escape. This building is 
occupied in part by a Mrs. Crow whose 
family was at breakfast. The passengers 
in the fourth and firth cars were able to 
save themselves and get to the street in 
safety by climbing through the windows 
of Mrs. Crow's apartments, from the tire' 
escapes against which the fourth car rest- 
ed. 


POLICEMAN' ESCAPED DEATH. 


Policeman Edward Moran who was in- 


jured was standing beneath the structure 
when the accident happened. He leaped 
when he heard tho crash overhead 
and 


escaped death. " I turned around and 
saw the cav coming to the street," he 
said. "It fell with a crash on its forward 
end. 
The bottom cracked and the sides 


shivered and opened out. The people 
were jammed forward, holding to 
the 


straps and mixed up together. 


"When the side.? broke put they were 


scattered all over the street. These were 
the lucky ones. Those who could not get 
out were the worst injured. I saw there 
was awful work ahead, so I ran to Fifty- 
first street and turned in an alarm. Then 
I sent in a call for all the ambulances and 
asked for police reserve. 


'•'As I ran back I called for help from 


wagons of all sorts. When I got back 
tho street was strewn with injured peo- 
ple. 
We lifted thorn into grocery wagons, 


trucks, and anything handy and hurried 
them to the Roosevelt hospital. Many 
of them wore women. They had fainted 
and it looked as if nearly nil were dead. 


"When the firemen came they began 


dragging people out of the car. The fur- 
ther down they got into the mass of hu- 
manity, the slower the work became and 
the more serious were the wounds of 
those rescued. 


"Finally axes had to be used to get the 


people from tinder the wreckage. 
At 


that stage they began to pull out the 
dead." 


The excitement among those in the de- 


railed cars ou the structure as they real- 
ized what happened, became intense. 


ATTACKED MOTORMAN. 


In the forward cnr, the men deeming 


the motorman was responsible for tho 
wreck, attacked him and tried to beat 
him. 
He was dragged from his scat, but 


he shouted for fair play and convinced 
the crowd that it was the switchman and 
not he that was responsible. 


W. C. Johnson a passenger on the train 


said of the accident: 


"I was sitting in the second car of the 


train reading a paper when all of a sud- 
den the lights went out, and everyone 
was thrown to one side. The next thing 
I knew I was thrown out of the door 
and landed in the street, striking against 
a woman. This probably saved any life." 


Coroner Scholer held an impromptu 


inquiry into the cause of the wreck as 
soon as he could get the train crew into 
a drug store near by. 


During the coroner's preliminary ex- 


amination, Conductor J. W. Johnson 
said: 
"Coroner, you can go up on the 


elevated road at 50th street and Ninth 
avenue and see for yourself and you will 
find that the signal is yellow and green 
which means that the southbound Ninth 
avenue train has the right of way'and a 
clear track." 


JUMPED; FRACTURED SKULL. 
One of the incidents of the disaster 


was the jump of James Bowen from a 
window of the third car as it fell from 
tho elevated structure into the street. 
He landed in the street clear of the car, 
but head foremost and suffered a frac- 
ture of tho skull. 


Paul Blake, a passenger in the third 


cav. 
said: "I was reading a paper when 


suddenly there was a, crash and I found 
myself lying on a pile of wreckage in the 
street. I must have been thrown out of 
the top of the cii'r when the roof was 
lorn oil'." 


HEAD CUT FROM BODY. 


Eight bodies of those killed in the 


wreck were taken, to iiifi 47Mi street po- 


lice station and laid put in a row .on the 
floor of the back roorh and :as fa"st as 
persons who could convince the police 
that they could hake possible identifica- 
tions reached tho ,station house' they

duction of its machines for the Canadian 
trade winch has grown to vast propor- 
tions during the past few years. By 
building the plant there tiie company 
will be able to use much Canadian ma- 
terial in the construction at its thresh- 
ers and will thus save the duty which 
•would have to be paid on machines im- 
ported into the country. Furthermore, 
the company will be able to practice re- 
ciprocity with the people of that coun- 
try using dominion products iii the man- 
ufacture of those machines to he used in 
the Canadian wheat belt by Canadian 
farmers. 


George W. Stadler, a traveling repre-

At the 
olllccs of the company today it was ad-

The J. I. Case T. 31. Co. is selling an 


enormous number of its machines in the 
Canadian territory and the country is as 
yot only beginning to be opened up by 
the wheat interests.

The news from St. Petersburg that the 


czar has abolished retaliatory duties up- 
on American manufactures, 
especially 


machinery of every character, will be re- 
ceived with rejoicing by the manufactur- 
ers of farm machinery in the middle 
west. They have been working indus- 
triously for five years past to bring 
about a reversion to the status which ex- 
isted previous to the publication of the 
ukase by the czar that practically barred 
their products from Russia and had 
nearly reached the eonclusiojn that relief 
would not be obtained. 


The original misunderstanding with 


Russia bad its origin.in a. decision by 
former Secretary of the Treasury Gage, 
levying a largely- increased duty upon a 
cargo of Russian sugar upon the ground 
that the sugar industry within the czar's 
realm was encouraged by government 
bounty. There is an. obscure and little 
understood clause =in the Dingley act 
which, empowers the secretary of the 
treasury to increase duties upon, impor- 
tations of sugar from countries where 
supnr production receives aid from gov- 
ernmental sources. Secretary Gage in- 
voked thia clause against Russian sugar 
without ascertaining that the Russian 
government actually pnid a bounty to 
sugar growers. 


RETALIATORY DUTIES. 


M. Witte, then president of the czar's 


council and minister of finance, protest- 
ed,^but to no effect, and so retaliatory 
duties were imposed by the Russian gov- 
fei-nmejit.UD_oa Anicticsm nwehiaerj, Jtf, 


Witte took pains to fix the duties high 
enough to serve as an effectual aud seem- 
ingly permanent barrier to American ma- 
chines. The Russian markets were thus 
left to the exploitation of English and 
German manufacturers, and, notwith- 
standing that their products are greatly 
inferior to American machinery, they 
have reaped a rich harvest. 


Even at that period the exportations 


of farm machinery alone amounted to 
nearly 55,000,000 a 3'ear, and gave prom- 
ise of increasing substantially. 


M. WITTE REPAYS ROOSEVELT. 
The dispatches from St. Petersburg 


state that Ambassador Jleyer secured 
the czar's consent to issue the ukase 
abolishing the retaliatory duties. 


It will be difficult to convince persons 


who have followed international politics 
-for 
six weeks past that M. Witte, the 


author of the retaliatory duties, did not 
convey to his royal master an intimation 
that such, a ukase would be in excellent 
taste in view of the part this govern- 
ment, and especially President Roosevelt, 
has played in rescuing Russia from the 
most imminent peril that had ever 
threatened her national existence. 


SCENE VISITED BY KING 


Italian Monarch Sees Destruc- 


tion Wrought by Recent 


Earthquake. 


MONTELEONE, Calabria, Sept. 11.— 


King Victor Emmanuel arrived here to- 
day to visit the places stricken by the 
earthquake, He was received by Signor 
Ferraris, the minister 
of public works 


and the population which gave the em- 
peror a demonstrative and grateful wel- 
come. Signer Ferraris had previously 
visited the village of Zammaro which 
presented a terrible spectacle. AH the 
houses have been destroyed and the in- 
habitants are in a condition of speechless 
terror. 


During the railway trip from Triparni, 


Signor Ferraris saw on an elevation the 
ruins of a village completely destroyed. 
Triparni shows the immensity of the dis- 
aster. The western walls of all the 
buildings have tumbled down and the 
population were crying to be conducted 
to the minister who stood at the edge of 
a great fissure of earth, where formerly 
existed a portion of the place, now swal- 
lowed up. 


At Piscopio troops are burying bodies 


and everywhere oflicers aud soldiers are 
sharing their rations with the popula- 
tion. 


Signor Orlando, the proprietor of the 


shipyards at Leghorn, has sent $1,000 for 
the relief of the earthquake sufferers.

CHICAGO, Sept. 0.—The Santa Fe ele- 


vator, containing 854,000 bushels 
of 


grain was destroyed by tire here todny. 
Loss $725,000. 


The building, located at 22d and Wood 


streets, was a five story frame structure 
covered by sheet iron and corrugated 
steel. 


The fire is thought to have been start- 


ed by spontaneous combustion in a 
wheat bin oil tlie top story. An explo- 
sion was heard by several workmen who1 


hurried to that Hour. When they arriv- 
ed they saw ilumcs issuing from one of 
the bins. .Efforts were made to extin- 
guish the fire, but after a short fight the 
men were forced to ilcu from the build- 
ing. Meantime the lire department had 
been notified, but before the lirst dc- 
taclunent arrived the Jinnies had made a 
way to the first door of the building ami 
were beyond control. The lircnien ex.- 
periencocl considerable dilliciiity in reach- 
ing the nre and in obtaining water, al- 
though twenty engines nnd two fire tugs 
were at the scent!. Tho nearest water 
plug to the lire was more than 200 feet 
away while others were almost 400 yards 
from the building. The elevator is con-

company,

000. Forty or more grain cars were 
standing on a side truck near the build- 
ing when the tire started. Engines were

SOON A MASS OF FLAMES. 


Within fifteen minutes after the fire 


had been discovered, the entire building 
was a mass of flames. The heat was in- 
tense and the firemen were forced buck 
from the building. An hour after the 
fire, tho floors oi the building collapsed 
and later the sides of the building'gave 
way. 
Hundreds of bushels of griiin Ilo\v- 


ed into tlie river from the north side of 
tho building. 


The elevator contained about 845,000 


bushels ot grain-, of which about half 
was oats. The lire was one of the most 
spectacular that has occurred in years. 
Large embers were carried across the 
river to the north and fell among tlie 
lumber piles in the yards of the John 
Spry Lumber company, Hines Lumber 
company 
and the South bide Lumber 


company. To prevent a repetition of the 
lumber yard fire of 181)1, five engine com- 
panies were sent to the lumber yards to 
extinguish several small fives which had 
been started by the Hying embers from 
the burning elevator. 


Tlie elevator was 400 feet wide and 175 


feet long. It contained sixty bins. It 
was located on the banks of (.lie south 
branch of the river in a maze of railroad 
tracks and docks.

his son, Ivar Kirkegaard, editor of ''Nor- 
den." 


it was the lirst meeting of father and 


son for fifteen years. 


When asked this noon about his first 


impressions of America, the distinguish- 
ed pedagogue said that they were ratlicr 
incomplete as he as yet had had only few 
opportunities to see the schools in ses- 
sion. 


IMPRESSIONS OF THE EAST. 


Herr Kirkegaard 
visited the 
high 


school in Maiden, Mass., and declared it 
to be just about perfect in every re- 
spect; he was fairly astonished to see 
the famous library attached to that in- 
stitution. ' The superintendent also made 
observations in Boston and Worcester 
schools as well as in'Concord, Somerville, 
Lexington, etc. With the exception of 
the normal schools in Boston and Wor- 
cester he found that the schools in the 
other cities mentioned were not wholly 
as good as could be anticipated. 


FAME OF 13ADGEU SCHOOLS. 


ilerr Kirkegaard said that while in the 


east he heard the fame of the Wisconsin 
schools everywhere, and declared that 
down there they looked to the Badger 
state for the standard of. an American 
school. 


He was astonished that the otherwise 


progressive city of Boston lacked—bar- 
ring the high school and private institu- 
tions—system in the management of its 
school affairs, while the smaller Massa- 
chusetts cities had schools on a par with 
tile best in Wisconsin and elsewhere. 


PRAISE, FOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


Considering the exterior part of the 


American school systems, Hcrr Kjrkc- 
gaard stated that it was as good and 
perfect as he had had occasion to ob- 
serve it in any of the three Scandinavian 
countries, which generally are spoken of 
ns having the best schools in the world. 
He had many words of praise for the 
American high school where pupils were 
able to continue their mental develop- 
ments while they in Denmark generally 
cease school attendance at the age of 14. 
The superintendent stated, that, accord- 
ing to what lie had heard, he considered 
the instructions of the American high 
school excellent. 
-: 


WHAT OUR SCHOOLS LACK. 


He was surprised to find that little or 


no stress is laid on girls' hand works, 
(sewing, embroidering, knitting, etc.) in 
schools, and asserted that in the Danish 
schools girls had at least -four hours' in- 
struction in that line every week, and 
that this was compulsory. Everywhere 
in Denmark gymnastics, Sloyd, arid 
uwimming form a very important part of 
the school pensuni, while the superinten- 
dent had found a lack over here in this 
respect; still, he deemed the 
sporting 


grounds very commendable. Girls in 
Denmark also take two hours' gymnas- 
tics a, week. To the schools in Viborg a 
botanic garden is attached and the sup- 
erintendent recommended like gardens 
established in connection with the Amer- 
ican schools. 


LIBRARIES FIND FAVOR. 


Herr Kirkegaard could not find words 


warm enough for the public libraries of 
America, and especially praised the child- 
ren's departments. 


In eastern cities he had seen the prac- 


tice of the "curfew bell system," whereby 
no children are allowed to be seen alone 
on the streets after I) o'clock in the even- 
ing. 
Tiiis system, 
Herr Kirkegaard 


thought, should be enforced in every 
«ty. 


.FAVORABLY IMPRESSED. 


In answer to an inquiry about his 


genera] impressions of America the sup- 
erintendent said that the reality far esx- 
ccdeed his expectations, and that lie so 
far had been very favorably iinpressed 
with the country and its people. 
' 


NOTED DANISH EDUCATOR. 


Herr Kirkegaard is recognized as one 


of the foremost school authorities of 
Denmark and has several times been sent 
to foreign countries by the government 
to study schools and their ways of in- 
struction. In view of the- services he 
!vas rendered his country in this manner 
King Christian knighted him a few years 
ago and bestowed the order of Dnnno 
brojf upon him. 


Herr Kirkegaard, who also has a son 


in Boston, expects to visit several Wis- 


' consin and Chicago schools and to leave 


New York for Denmark on the liner 
"United States," the 27t!i of September.

SHELLS KILL WOUNDED 


Horrible Slaughter in Baiakhan 


—Workmen, Troops and,. 


Armenians Fight. 


BAKU, Caucasia, Sept. 8.—Street fight- 


ing continued until late last night. The 
consulates banks and government build- 
ings are guarded by troops. 


Baiakhan was completely burned out 


after the Tartars had plundered it of 
everything valuable, although shot down 
in masses by the artillery the Tartars 
were not deterred from their work of 
wreckage and looting. 


Fierce fighting and great slaughter oc- 


curred at the Bnkkhan hospital where 
a thousand Armenians and workmen 
gathered. General Skirinkin sent a de 
tiichmcnt of artillery with three gnns to 
the scone and the commander of the de- 
tachment summoned the crowd to surren- 
der. 


The latter replied with 
volleys of 


stones and some shots, which killed one 
of tho gunners. The commander of the 
troops thereupon opened fire. The first 
discharge of the three gnns miscarried, 
tho shells falling into the sea, but the 
second discharge sent the shells crashing 
into the hospital where they exploded, 
killing an immense, number of men and 
wrecking the building. The maddened 
crowd charged the guns and captured 
them after deluging the gunners with 
burning oil. The hitter fled. Cossacks 
and infantry reinforcements attempted 
to recapture the abandoned guns, but 
were driven hack by the suffocating 
smoke.

Father Had His Two Children 


Clasped in Arms. 


[Tweiity-fonr Italian Families Flea to 


Escape Flames-One Family 


Slept Throngh Hubbub. 


| -NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—While trying to- 
save his two children, a son and a dough,-- 
tor' both under ten years of flge from a. 
fire in a crowded tenement building in.. 
Kaat ,71st street early today, 
Antonio 


Colletto find both children were suffocat- 
ed by smoke. The body of the father was 
found lying in the hallway of the fifth 
floor with the bodies

the 
children 


clasped in his arms. CoIIetto had already- 
helped to carry his invalid wife to the 
roof whence she escaped to an adjoining 
building. 


There were twenty-four Italian families 


including 120 persons in the building and 
all of them were sound asleep when the 
fire began in the bnsement and spreading 
to the hallway of the first floor, cut off 
all escape from the floors above. A po- 
liceman awoke the sleeping tenants who 
then swnrmed down the lire escapes in 
the front and rear of the building. Those 
in the front became panic stricken when 
they reached the first floor above, the 
street where the ladder reaching to the 
sidewalk had not been lowered. None had 
presence of mind sufficient to drop the 
ladder and a policeman climbed to the 
lower platform of the fire escape and with 
his club drove back the frightened men, 
dropped the ladder and permitted 
the 


women to descend first. 


Michael Anglin and his wife Mary and 


daughter Norn, were badly burned in a 
hurried flight from their rooms ion the 
upper floor to the roof. In their haste 
the Anglin' family left throe of their 
children in their rooms and the firemen 
who Vent, up on scaling ladders found the 
two boys and little girl penned in a 
smoke filled room from which they were 
unable to reach the fire escape. They 
were removed in safety and passed down 
the -scaling ladders. 


At the height of the blaze while a tre- 


mendous ljubbiib was in progress, the fire- 
men found one entire family sound asleep 
in their apartments where the fire had 
not yet penetrated. The fire was quickly 
extinguished -with a dnmnge of about 
$10,000.

CAUSE OF THE UPRISING 


Moslem Hatred ot Armenian 


JReason tor Present Dis- 


orders at Baku. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. S.—The first 


and principal cause of the disorders at 
Baku is the moslem hatred of the Ar- 
menians. This feeling is of long stand- 
ing and is never absent. The Armenians 
have been detested as parasites and ex-

several years the Russian authorities 
have had much difficulty in restraining 
the Tartars from cruel and bloody re- 
prisals. The Armenians understood" the 
situation and aware of their danger arm- 
ed themselves. The Baku massacres in 
February showed how well they couIA 
defend themselves. This was evidence* 
again in the last seven, days by the large 
number of Tartars killed in the riotiiigs. 
The Tartars, however, seem bent on ex- 
terminating the Armenians 
by killing 


them and destroying 
their villages, 


homes and churches. The Armenians 
have the upper hand in commerce and in- 
dustry in the Caucasus. This superiori- 
ty galls the Tartars and increases their 
hatred. 


SITUATION LONG KNOWST. 


The government continues to be. se- 


verely criticised here for its incapacity 
in dealing with the Baku situation. The 
absence of intelligent and energetic .ad- 
ministrators in the Caucasus is said to 
b« responsible for the outbreak. The 
threatening conditions in the CaUcMus 
have, long been known. This outbreak 
was predicted almost to a day three 
months ago, but the government even 
forbade the refinery owners to organize 
private militia, for the protection of their 
property. The losses are so .great that 
they will bo felt all over Russia, The 
need of crude and refined oil will be felt 
in industry, transportation and in every 
household. One of the largest oil men 
said today, however, that there \v»3 
enough illuminating oil in Russia for a 
year, but the supply of fuel oil is very 
short.

PITTSIJURG, Spot, 9.—A table of the 


births and deaths in Pittsburg during the 
fourteen years, prepared by City Physic- 
ian Dr. B. A. Booth for the bureau of 
health, shows a startling decrease in the 
number of births notwithstanding a large 


j increase in population. 


In 1S!H there were 7,007 births, the 


rate per thousand being 28.01. 
In the 


same year there were 5,832 deaths, the 
rate per thousand being 23.61. The table

shows u decrease in the birth rate to 
21.74 more than 7 per cent.

Manager Rand, of tli 
Hand Powder Works, was seriously hurt' 
and was taken to his home at Uniontown.

gigantic strike. 


It is claimed that the operators in view 


of the impending troiible have stored 
some 40.000,000 tons, or about two-thirds 
of a year's output of hard coal along the 
various railroad lines they control. This 
may avert a coal famine, but it will not 
help any in keeping the price down. 


September 1st, anthracite went up an- 


other ten cents a ton, now being quoted 
at $7.75 a ton nt which price it is ex- 
pected to stay under normal conditions. 


FEAR COAL FAMINE. 


But in Milwaukee, however,,an increase 


of price is looked for in the spring, re 
gardless of labor conditions, because it 
is believed some hundred vessels will ar- 


too late to unload, the docks and 


yards being filled, and will have to lay 
over at that port with their cargoes. In 
that event the freight rate will advance 
from 40 to 50 cents, the present rate 
basis, to $1.00 or S1.50 per ton, in which 
ease next spring the retail price of hard 
coal will go up to $0.00.

Fiala spoke modestly of what had 


happened during these past two years, 
saying nothing for himself, though it 
was larg-ely due to him that he had 
brought his men back all right. 


Fiala didn't have much to say of 


what he had been through, but others 
told of it. The men were in fairly 
good shape, but some were so weak 
that they never could have withstood a 
thfrd winter in the Arctic.

It was the terrible winter of 1903 and 


1904 
that was against them. 
When 


storms and grinding ice crushed the 
stanch America like a pasteboard box, 
this ship that had weathered many an 
Arctic winter before, Fiala did not give 
up. 
He saved 50 tons of provisions 


and 100 tons of coal, -which he deposit- 
ed on the ice for further use. 
Then 


he led his men out on the ice fields. 
The last wreckage of their ship disap- 
peared in the fearful storm of January 
22, 1904. His ship gone, Fiala did not 
give up his search for the pole. Par- 
ties went out east, west and north, 
trying to force a passage north. There 
was impassable Ice everywhere, and 
much open water, which forbade other 
attempts. Then the provisions began 
to fail. It meant a forced march south 
or death for everybody. 


It was a long, painful and terrible 


journey on foot and sledge to the 
southward.

Internal trouble is what has embnr 


rasacd the Russian autocracy the past 
eighteen months. Those steering the 
ship of state have been seasick, and it's 
a mighty poor light n fellow, or a nation, 
puts up when seasiek. 


With the war with the Jans settled, 


the Russian government can turn its at- 
tention to the internal trouble, leaving 
such things as territorial and commercial 
aggrandizement to the future, for a 
time. 


It will be most interesting to observe 


whether the Russian people will now get 
greater liberties or stronger and more 
skillful application of the mailed fist of 
autocracy. A vigorous prosecution of 
either policy will put Russia in shape to 
regain what she haf lost to Japan, and 
history shows that the Bear returns 
again and again, if necessary, to that 
which it has once seized.
